The lightning strike—which affects all of the countries’ airports 
—~grounded all outgoing flights, stranding more than 1,000 passengers. 
Income flights were landing with “emergency instructions” from the 


= control tower. 


Airport workers refused to handle 
or unload incoming filghts and hun- 
dreds more passengers milled about 


in the arrivais hall, unable to collect. 


their baggage and unwilling to move 
until they did. 

Transport Minister Shimon Peres 
said, “I have πὸ sufficient words 
with which to denounce this strike. 
Coming at the height of the tourist 
season and in view of the security si- 
tuation, this strike was the last 
thing we needed.” 

‘This airport was a sea of con- 
fusion at about 10 p.m. when as 
many as 1,000 persons milled about 
aimlessly, with no one on hand to 
give them precise information. Later 
in the evening some 400 hotel rooms 
were found for stranded passengers 
and the crowd at Lod diminished. 

Six ἘΠ Al flights bound for the 
U.S. and three more for Europe, 
plus several of other airlines, were 
stranded and could not take off. 
The ΕἸ Al passengers alone ex- 
ceeded 700, and the company ap- 
pealed to the Israelis among them 
to return home, while the tourists 
among them were taken to hotels 
at the airline’s expense. 


EL AL FLIGHTS 

An El Al spokesman announced 
that as soon as the strike ends 
the company will Issue statements 
over the radio and in the press, 
concerning resumption of the flights. 

Among the flights that landed 
after four p.m. — when the strike 
was declared — were four Al 
planes, including a jumbo jet, which 
spewed out 400 passengers. Also 
touching down were a Rumanian 
Tarom plane and a Sabena aircraft. 

Lod’s porters, who are also strik- 
ing, refused to unload the luggage 
from the planes. A group of French 
tourists, unable to get their bag- 
gage, gave up and left the terminal 
without thelr valises. Likewise, the 
South African Maccabi cricket 
team left the terminal without 
their luggage. 

A B.O.A.C. flight bound for Tehe- 
ran via Lod was diverted to Nico- 
sla, as was a K.L.M. flight, An Air 
France filght was ordered to land 
at ‘Athens instead. 

The total strike of all airports 
in the country was declared at 
4 p.m. yesterday afternoon. 

Highty pergons stranded in Eilat 
Airport were taken north by bus, 
as two planes were not permitted 
to take off,- 

In an interview over Israel Broad- 
casting last night, Mr. Peres term- 
ed the atrike ‘irresponsibly vi- 
clous.” He said that it had taken 
him by surprise. 'They notified us 
at 12 and walked off the job at 
four," he said. “Israel has sno! 
troubles in the air as it'is,” he 
declared “This is all we nee‘led 
now!" 

Mr. Peres declared last night he 
is prepared to take “all steps ne- 
cessary” to restore normal work at 
the airports. This could mean he 
will issue “back to work” orders 
forcing the aviation workers ‘to 
return to normal work. 

The meeting with Mr. Ben-Aharon 
ended at 11 p.m. and the workers 
committee then went to Lod to re- 
port to a workers meeting. 

Last night the Secretary-General 
of the Histadrut, Mr. Yitzhak Ben- 
Aharon, held urgent negotiations 
with the workers in an effort ‘to 
persuade them to return to work 
immediately. If his efforts fail it 
appeared Mr. Peres would issue the 
orders immediately. 


TWO DEMANDS 

A spokesman of the Transport 
Ministry told The Post last night 
that negotiations have been in pro- 
gress with the workers since last 
Friday over two demands. The first 
was that anyone working more than 
12 hours be given an extra IL2.50 
luncheon allowance, even if they 
already receive meal vouchers. The 
second demand, by fire engine driv- 
ers, was that the IL1.50 bonus they 
receive if they work over 12 hours 
be paid to anyone working an eight- 
hour shift. 
The spokesman said that after 
consultations with the Civil Service 
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The Federation demunds from the Minisiry of Comme i

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Commission both these demands were 
met. 

However, at noon yesterday the 
workers committee submitted a list 
of 12 more demands, including some 
which have already been granted. 
Accompanying the demands was an 
wtimatum stating that if by 4 
pm, all thelr terms were not met 
they would stage a total strike at 
Lod and all other airports in Israel. 

Following receipt of this ultima- 
tum, Clvil Aviation Authority Di- 
rector Yehuda Rabin and Lod Air- 
port Director Yitzhak Vardi met 
with the representatives of the 
workers and told them the strike 
isn’t legal, and said that it is “impos- 
sible” to call a atrike at such short 
notice. They told the workers they 
are prepared to discuss the demands 
in the normal way but not under 
threat. 

But four o'clock the workers 
walked out on strike. They per- 
mitted planes approaching the atr- 
port to land. The passengers were 
able to disembark, but the workers 
refused to let anyone unload the © 
travellers’ suitcases. 

El Al's Director-General Mor- 
dechai Ben-Arl last night asked | 
police to help unload the stranded 
aircraft, An “Itim” reporter learn- 
ed later that the Minister of Police 
agreed, but at about 11 p.m. there 
still was no sign that police of- 
ficerg were unloading planes. The 
reporter also learned that police 
relnforcements had actually reach- 
ed the airport just in case the 
porters would take any action 
against police doing the unloading.

‘High Court blasts: Amsterda 


m’s Hippie park 
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closed for the winter 


By H. BOAS 
deruselem Poxt Correspondent 
N September 1, the Amsterdam 
“Vondelpark Project,” which for 
three months was a magnet for 
hippies from all over the world, 
eame officially to a close. 


‘With the end of the summer holi- 
day season, the Amsterdam Munici- 
pality closed down facilities which 
it had maintained for hippies who 
preferred sleeping freeof charge in 
the open air to a hotel or youth 
hostel. These facilities included 
‘washrooms, a luggage depot, a first 


‘aid station and an ifnformation 


centre in a former domestic science 
school bordering the park, the so- 
called “Studio Seven" club and cafe- 


‘teria, which the police had raided 


only a few days before in search 
of drugs. 

The approach of autumn had al- 
ready reduced the number of Von- 
delpark sleepers, but on Sept. 1 
300 young people were counted as 
sleeping in the park. The leck of 
Special facilities will probably soon 
diminish their numbers still further. 
During the “high season” a5 many 
as 1,500 slept in the park each 
night. 

Three days after the opening ot | 
the Vondelpark as a “sleep-in” for | 
hippies last June, the area began to! 
be raided by foreign workers from | 
Mediterranean countries who live | 
in large houses, several to a room, 
around the Vondelpark, which had} 
until then been their own special 
territory. Every night some 30 νου. 
delpark sleepers reported to the po- 
Nee that they had been robbed. 
10 per cent criminal 

It is estimated that eighty per 
cent of all Vondelpark sleepers were 
regular, well-intentioned hippies, 
and that another ten per cent 
were marginally criminal, and ten 
per cent criminal, including profes- 
Sfonal dealers In hard drugs. How- 
ever, together they managed to make 
Mfe in the Vondelpark far from 
idyllic. 

Yet, the general scene, for a 
long time, seemed peaceful enough. 
It seemed even more peacefu] when 
all of a sudden many of the sleep- 
ing begs were replaced by small 
gaily decorated tents. 

Many of the “Vondelpark-sleep- 
ers" discovered that, however ro- 
mantic it may be to sleep under 
the stars, it was more comfortable 
to be separated from the stars by 
a tent. Soon gaily coloured tents 
sprang up all around the big pond 
in the park, tents which the often 
barefoot and tattered looking hip-

" Exports in August fell by 15 per 
cent compared to July's outstanding 
figure of $68m. The August figure 
of $56m. was a far greater decline 
than expected, the Central Bureau 
of Statistics reported yesterday. In 


August last year exports totalled 
$48m. 
However, over the first eight 


months of the year, exports rose 
by 23 per cent compared to the 
same period last year and totalled 
$617m, 

Industrial exports in the January- 
August period, excluding diamonds, 
totalled $308m., nine per cent more 
than last year. Diamond exports 
have grown by 26 per cent in the 
same period to reach $164m. Agri- 
cultural including citrus, 
totalled §118m. — a 24 per cent 
increase over the firat eight months 
of 1970. Citrus exports actually re- 
gistered a 34 per cent growth to 
reach $92m.

‘Machine’ takes over 
Labour Party

TEL AVIV. — In one of its most 
unruly sessions in years, the Labour 
Party Central Committee yesterday 
chose its new executive bodies. Al- 
though the majority of speakers 
sharply criticized the manner in 
which the composition of the new 
Secretariat and the new Leadership 
Bureau had been arranged behind 
the scenes, the Party machine, led 
by the big-clty branches, managed 

to overcome all opposition. 

If anything, this meeting indicates 
that the ‘Gush' Party machine has 
completely wrapped up the Party 
under the atewardship of Party Sec- 
retary-General Israel Yeshayahu. 
Compared to the previous Leader- 
ship Bureau, it did not include any 
ex-Mapai member of independent 
learnings. 


Mr. Yeshayahu frequently lost 
control, both of the meeting and of 
his temper. He was upset by accu- 
sations that the Party Appointments 
Committee, especially its ex-Mapai 
bloc. had co-opted itself ex bloc onto 


‘the Leadership Bureau, but kept ex- 


Mapai ministers out. Acting in what 
was considered by many to be a 
grossly partisan manner, Mr. Ye- 
Shayahu disdained to put dissenting 
Proposals to the vote, and instead 
only tabled the official motion. 

He rebuffed alternative sugges- 
tions with comments of “don't rock 
the boat,” or “don’t ask too many 
questions.”
